Brroncous Re ports of Hlindenburg Line Attack Corrected. 

The Office of the Chief of Staff on Nov. S issued a 
résumé of the operations of the 2d American Corps 
against the Hindenburg line on Sept. 27-Oct. 1, 1918, 


with a prefatory note that it is made public “on account 


of erroneous reports’ as to the activities of the 2d 


American Corps. 


In September, 1918, the 2d American Corps (27th 
and 30th Divisions) was placed at the disposal of the 
{th British army for operations against the Hindenburg 
line east of Peronne. On the night of Sept. 23-24 the

These ap- 
pointments would be made in the Army at large, the 
Dental Corps, the Veterinary Corps, in any grade not 
above that of major; in the Medical Corps or as chap- 
lain in any grade not above that of major or that below 
first lieutenant; as band leader, in the grades of first or 
second lieutenant. All vacancies remaining, or there 
after occurring, in the lowest grades would be filled by 
the appointment, first, of graduates of the U.S. Military 
Avademy; second, of Reserve officers between the ages 
of twenty-three and thirty-two years for the Medical 
Corps or for chaplains, and between the ages of twenty- 
one and thirty years in all other cases. Such appoint- 
ments in the Medical Corps or as chaplains will be in the 
grade of first lieutenant, and all others in the grade of 
second lieutenant. Former officers of the Regular Army 
and retired officers below the age of fifty years, may be 
appointed from the «active list, and commissioned in the 
grades determined by the places assigned to them on the 
promotion list. 

Among other provisions affecting the commissioned 
personnel favored in the sub-committee are: No detail 
or assignment of an officer shall carry advanced rank; 
officers carried as additional numbers shall be merged in 
the single list, and any officer appointed to a grade in 
which no vacancy exists shall be an additional number 
in that grade until absorbed. The present law would be 
continued under which any retired officer hereafter de 
tailed to active duty shall receive the rank, pay and 
allowances of the grade, not above colonel, he would 
have attained in due course of promotion had he remained 
on the active list for a period beyond the date of his re- 
tirement equal to the total amount of time during which 
he has been detailed to active duty since his retirement. 
The sub-committee is also considering a provision rela 
tive to precedence of permanent commissioned officers, 
which it is understood does not meet the favor of Chair- 
man Wadsworth. This proposition is for officers of the 
tegular Army permanently commissioned in any grad 
taking rank over all other officers of that grade without 
regard to date of commission. All other officers of any 
grade would take rank according to date which, in the 
case of an officer of the Regular Army holding a tempo- 
rary commission, would be the date of such commission 
In the case of a Reserve officer it would be the date of 
the order assigning him to active duty in such grade. 
These are the regulations at present in force under the 

provisions of the existing Articles of War. 
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CHIEFS FOR COMBAT SERVICES URGED. 
General Officers Approve Plan. 





In view of the unanimity of opinion expressed by 
Army officers as to the need for chiefs of all combat ser- 
vices it is apparent that there will be widespread disap- 
pointment in the Service unless Army legislation now 


under consideration by Congress includes provisions for 


creating the offices of Chief of Infantry, Chief of Cay- 
alry and Chief of Field Artillery as permanent adjuncts 
to the Military Establishment. Every officer who has 
been questioned on the subject during the Senate hear- 
ings on reorganization of the Army has advocated the 
establishment of the office of chief of every important 
arm of the Service. It has been considered necessary 
to take this step largely because of the need for a per- 
sonnel section in each branch, an office where difficulties 
of the Service can be smoothed out, criticisms and the 
technical questions invelving the individual arm alone 
settled most efficiently. 

The first officer to voice his views favoring the plan 
during the hearings was Lieut. Gen. Robert L. Bullard, 
who gave this outline of the difficulties of the Infantry 
without a chief: “We had in the Infantry, in which I 
served pretty steadily up to 1917, a very little bit of 
representation at the headquarters of the Army, effective 
representation. It was a common belief, to which I had 
contributed a little earlier in life, that the Infantryman 
did not require so much training as some of the other 
branches. When ‘we went to the Texas border we had 
almost no officers or men who could teach the handling 
of the most complicated machine that the Infantry had; 
that is, the machine gun. We had to start little schools 
which taught the mere mechanical part of it. While we 
were there, the question of the new. hand grenade and 
rifle grenade came up. None of us knew anything about 
it. The efforts to teach it were pitiable. At the same 
time there was being developed in the war in France a 
837-millimeter gun by the French and a minenwerfer by 
the Germans and the English. Of those things we in 
the Infantry heard almost nothing, just an echo. At the 
same time here in the U.S. Army, we had a Chief of 
Artillery. When we reached the other side the Infantry 
and the Artillery which I commanded were side by side. 
The Artillery knew their arms; they knew how to use 
them. The Infantry not only did not have their arms, 
but they had almost no knowledge of their use except the 
rifle. We should have had some organization which 
would have enabled the Infantry to know at least what 
arm it was to have, and to have studied it and been pre- 
pared to instruct in it.” 

Major Gen. William G. Haan, Director of the War 
Plans Division of the General Staff, gave this endorse 
ment of the plan for creating chiefs of all combat de- 
partments: “My idea has always been, and it has been 
confirmed since I have been here, that we should have 
in Washington a head for each combatant branch of the 
Army, and when I speak of combatant branches, I 
mean the Infantry, Cavalry, Artillery and Air Force. 
Each of these should have a head as well as all of the 


staff departments. None of them should be in the Gen- 
eral Staff, and the General Staff should deal with these 
heads in co-ordinating their work in order to balance 
the work of the military machine as one.” 

When Major Gen. William M. Black, who recently 
retired as Chief of Engineers, appeared before the com- 
mittee he submitted a detailed statement favoring the 
plan which he had previously addressed to the Chief of 
Staff. The statement, in relation to chiefs of combat 
services, read: “It is impossible for any one man to 
have an intimate acquaintance with the details of the 
duty of all arms of the Service. It is equally impos- 
sible for any one man to know the officers of the entire 
Service sufficiently intimately to be aware of their rela- 
tive usefulness for the various duties that have to be 
performed in the Army. Only a long acquaintance with 
a branch of the Service gives such experience for that 
branch. The inevitable consequence is that it is im- 
possible to have in each branch of the General Staff 
representatives in sufficient number of officers of age 
and experience in each arm; nor is this essential, for the 
exercise of the functions of those branches providing the 
information upon which the General Staff makes its de- 
cisions is correct. This class of information can best 
be given by establishing at general headquarters an 
office for a chief of each arm of the Service. The fune- 
tions of such an offic: would be mainly advisory, and the 
information which it would be best prepared to give 
may be in general divided into three classes: First, in- 
formation as to the personnel of the branch; second, the 
recommendations as to the ideal equipment for each 
branch; third, the training of both officers and enlisted 
men of each arm.” 

Service Specialists Very Necessary. 

Major Gen. William M. Wright told the committee he 
believed specialists in Cavalry, Field Artillery; Infantry, 
and Coast Artillery were “a very necessary part of the 
War Department system.” He added: “I think they 
are very necessary. If we had had a Chief of Infantry 
at the outbreak of the war the Infantry would have been 
ready to go into battle much sooner than they were.” 

Brig. Gen. William I. Westervelt said, in his testi- 
mony before the committee: “I believe strongly that 
there should be a chief of each major service; that is, 
a Chief of Infantry, a Chief of Cavalry, ete. I feel that 
a Chief of Infantry perhaps can best present the basic 
needs of his service much better than an Infantry mem- 
ber of some General Staff committee.” 

Brig. Gen. Frank Parker expressed his views on the 
subject thus: “The Secretary of War should have a 
council consisting of his Chief of Staff, the Army com- 
manders and the commander of the Service of Supply. 
This council would be assisted by a General Staff. In 
addition to that I would have a chief of each one of our 
combatant arms with headquarters here in Washington. 
I would have a Chief of Cavalry. I was with the Cay- 
alry for many years, and as a second lieutenant I won- 
dered why we did not have a chief, and I have wondered 
ever since. I would have a Chief of Infantry and a 
Chief of Artillery, and so on. When a question came up 
in connection with the Infantry, the Chief of Infantry 
would be right there to present the case. The same 
would be true of the Artillery, ete. Those are the lines 
along which I would like to see our organization carried 
out.” 

That Major Gen. William J. Snow, Chief of Field Ar- 
tillery, is a strong believer in the system of having a 
head for each combat service is apparent from the tenor 
of his testimony before the committee. “I would like to 
state,” he said, “that I think the Infantry and. the Cay- 
alry and the Field Artillery also ought to have these 
chiefs just as is provided for the Coast Artillery. I 
think it is especially important that the Cavalry, the In- 
fantry and the Field Artillery have a chief. The Cav- 
alry and Infantry have not chiefs at the present time. 
The Field Artillery has one under the Overman Act 
temporarily. I think the chief of an arm should be the 
technical representative of the arm limiting himself en- 
tirely to the technical parts and not going into the Gen- 
eral Staff work; and that the General Staff should lay 
down the policy of what they want done, and then the 
chief of the arm should carry out that thing and all the 
minor work—administration and so on.” 

Major Gen. Ernest Hinds, formerly Chief of Artillery 
of the A.E.F., told the committee that “to secure uni- 
formity in the training of the various arms it is neces- 
sary that there should be a chief for each arm. General 
Pershing came to this conclusion and issued orders for 
the establishment of the offices of chiefs of Infantry and 
of Cavalry in the A.E.F., but the armistice was con- 
cluded shortly afterwards, so that the orders were never 
put into effect.” 

In response to a question asked by Senator Suther- 
land, Major Gen. Charles P. Summerall told the com- 
mittee he favored creating the office of Chief of Infan- 
try. He said: “I am very sure of that, Senator. You 
need not call him chief, necessarily, but there should be 
an officer in the War Department who is charged with 
the development, the training, the questions of policy 
and so on with reference to each arm.” 
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PoRTUGAL’S WaR LOSSES. 

An official statement issued by the Portuguese Lega- 
tion at Paris, France, Nov. 10, 1919, announces that 
Portugal's war losses amounted to 8,367 men killed of 
the 200,000 who fought during the war, while 4,180 are 
listed as missing. The 200,000 men mobilized formed 
four per cent. of the total population of Portugal.

The Washington Herald under the heading “No Com- 
missions in Heaven,” published an editorial based on the 
assumption that “it is proposed to bury the officers in 


one set of plots, and the privates and non-coms. in 
others”; and continuing with the charge familiar in a 
certain type of newspapers that “caste” —_ the Army. 
Capt. J. 8. Switzer, jr. Inf., U.S.A. made reply in a 
letter to the Herald, in which he said of the , cone of 
the editorial: “To begin with, his premise is wrong, 
and in the second place, his arguments are futile. A 
decent officer and a decent buck private will resent your 
article the same as I do. I should like to know in what 
graveyard in France officers and their men have been 
separated. I should like to know if the writer knows 
the difference between caste, democracy, discipline, 
equality, freemen, gold laced gentlemen, due reward, 
and a few other things he refers to in his article. An 
army is based upon certain principles. There are many, 
but one of the most important is discipline. For years 
the application of discipline in the Army has been mis- 
construed and misunderstood. Sometimes this has been 
done wilfully. Discipline and caste are not the same 
thing. Discipline is required in a pewspaper. Does it 
mean that caste is there also? That is the premise of 
the article. The writer has confused the two. Caste did 
cause Germany trouble, but discipline did not. Nor did 
it cause trou to England er France. The trouble is, 
that too little is actually known about our Army and it 
has always been that way. Now, one ean't write or 
talk with intelligence about something one knows noth- 
ing about. The average reader of that article will get 
the impression that officers are overbearing, from 
their men, look down en them, and knows what 
else, If your paper is so interested im those things, why 
not turn your attention to getting the buck private his 
reward in a bonus for offering his life, and getting the 
buck of today’s Army a he can live on? The 
buck private would appreciate a little less of the banner 
waving, and cheering, and blaw-blaw, and a little more 
of material action. No one has changed human nature. 
In spite of Bolshevism, the Golden Age isn’t here. Sane 

eparedness is sane. To attain it means understand- 
oa the Army—knowing something about it—not a lot 
of foolishness about gold lace, caste, buck privates 
graveyards, unmitigated evils, salutes, dress uniforms, 
ete. 
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Tue Barish INpereNpeNt Am Force. 

“Your editorial in your issue of: Oct. 25 dealing with 
the Air Service and the proposition to create in this 
country a separate Department of Aeronautics contains 
one error,” writes Col. . Patrick, C.E., 
U.S&A. “You say that Marshal Sir Douglas Haig or- 
geonized what he called “The Independent. Air. Force.’ 
Nothing could be further from the fact. This Independ- 
ent Air Foree was organized and operated by. the Air 
Ministry in England, and it was never under the orders 
of Marshal Haig, nor even under the orders of Marshal 
Foch, the supreme Allied commander. The English Air 
Minis and its Independent Air Force .was created for 
political rather than for military reasons. The forma- 
tien and operation of this Independent Air Force in 
the field, controlled solely by the Air Ministry in Lon- 
don, violated the fundamental rs so .well exem- 
plified during the last months of the war, that unity. of 
command is essential to success. Im carrying on active 
operations in the field there is no place in the military 
scheme of things for independent action on the part of 
any commanding officer who controls og force which 
might be available to strike the enemy. he theory or 
policy which was responsible for the creation and op- 
eration of thie Independent Air Force has been con- 
demned by those who were most competent to express an 
opinion. concerning it.” In reply to the statement that 
the Independent Air Force was never under the orders 
of the supreme commander, we note the following ex- 
tract from the report of a board of officers on the Air 
Department bills, noted in our issue of Nov. 8, page 297: 
“As a matter. of fact in the last analysis it was found 
that the so-called. independent air force of Great Britain 
really was no longer independent. The chief of that

General Harris wrote: “You are informed that the or- 
ganization of chaplains within the Army has not yet 
-been passed upon by Congress. Your suggestion that 
the..theological semjparies for the education of rabbis 
will see to it that suitable chaplains in the Army will re- 
fill the places of, Jewish chaplains in the Army will re- 
ceive due consideration. It has been the policy of the 
War Department to provide for American soldiers of 
Jewish faith opportunities to receive the religious minis- 
trations of their ministers in communities adjacent to 
their posts of duty when Jewish chaplains were not 
available; and similarly with other denominations.” In 
this connection it is recalled that ba mage ©, C, Bate- 
map, 14th U.S. Cav., in a communieation to The Adju- 
tant General on June 10, 1919, making recommienda- 
tions concerning chaplains, wrote: “I would now make 
the following additional recommendations: That in the 
reorganization_of the Army a commission or board of 
three Army, chaplaing be authorized under the immedi- 
ate supervision of the Chief of the Morale Division, com- 
posed of oue Catholic chaplain, one Hebrew chaplain 
and one chaplain for all other non-Catholic bodies rep- 
resented by chaplains in commission in the Army. . :

In the light of existing conditions on the Atlantie 
seaboard it is safe to say that Admiral Wilson’s fleet will 
bo under-manned to a greater extent than is the Pacific 
Meet. The 300 destroyers will doubtless contribute all 
the men that can be spared, though it is said in Navy 
circles that the average complement of these vessels now 
is little in excess of ten men. While it is not even 
hinted that the new destroyers, which cost about 
$750,000 each, are in danger of deterioration, the 
lack of men to give them the necessary attention is 
liable to be hurtful to them. The dispiriting influence is 
the delay in Congress in aiding the Navy to overcome its 
problem, in part at least, by increasing the pay of en- 
listed men. A month has elapsed since the first hearings 
on the Navy proposal for an increase in pay. The Naval 
Affairs Committee of the Senate has not yet taken the 
matter under consideration. It was stated by members 
of the Senate committee that nothing would be done 
until the House committee completes its hearings. Mean- 
while the older men, those of two and three enlistments. 
are going out by the score, and coming in is material 
averaging less than eighteen years of age, as testified to 
by Navy officers at the hearings.

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NAVY PAY HEARINGS 
Vo Opposition to Increase of Petty Officers Pay. 

Members of the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
assured Rear Admiral Thomas J. Cowie, allotment offi- 
cer of the Navy, when he appeared before the committee 
on Nov. 7, that there would be practically no opposition 
in Congress to the proposed raise in pay for chief petty 
flicers and petty officers. This assurance was given fol- 
lowing a statement by Admiral Cowie that the Navy is 
rapidly losing all its technically trained specialists of 
the grade of petty officer because of the urgent demand 
for men with similar training in civil life. When it was 
stated that the Navy now has only 3,000 chief petty offi- 
cers out of the 7,439 needed and only 19,000 petty offi- 
cers of the 53,000 allowed for the present authorized 
versonnel, Congressman Oliver made the suggestion that 
here would not be any difference of opinion as to the 
necessity for allowing this special raise. He told the 
Admiral and the members of the committee that Congress 
had already gone on record as favoring similar increases 
for other departments of the Government, particularly 
for the class of employees receiving like compensation, 
ind asked the opinion of the other members in the mat- 
er. Congressman Kelly endorsed Mr. Oliver's views, 
and Chief Yeoman White, who appeared earlier in the 
hearings to present the views of the petty officers, was 
told that he might wire the views of the members to the 
various naval stations in order to induce enlisted men 
o remain in the Navy. Members were unanimous in 
he opinion that the chief petty officers and petty offi- 

‘rs were indispensable to thé success of the Navy, and 
that every effort should be made to retain them in the 
Service on account of their experience and training. 

Admiral Cowie, who first suggested the proposed in- 
rease of thirty per cent. for officers and fifty per cent. 
for enlisted men to the present Congress, traced the wage 
ind pay situation in all departments of the Government 
n detail from 1908 to the present time. He told of 
the campaign for increase of pay in 1908 and showed by 
omparative figures and charts the difference in the pur- 
hasing power in the pay of officers of each rank be- 
tweem 1908 and 1919. Admiral Cowie assumed that 
(‘ongress and the country as a whole would do what was 
leomed necessary to provide for an efficient Navy, say- 
ing: “It does seem to me that there can be few, if any, 

centlemen in Congress who will not realize that this re- 
quest should be promptly complied with, and such a bill 
enacted at once as will at least give some relief to the 
defenders of the country. I for one have such faith in 
the fairness of Congress that I feel convinced that there 
will be an early enactment of such a law.” 

During the hearing, Admiral Cowie read letters ad- 
iressed to him by various Navy officers telling of the 
conditions obtaining at stations in different parts of 
the country. He also quoted Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt, Admiral Henry B. Wilson and Rear 

Admirals William 8. Simis and Charles J. Badger, ax 
being in favor of immediately increasing the pay of offi 
ers and enlisted men of the Navy. 





Secretary Daniels to Recommend Increase. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels barely had time to iu 
form the House Committee on Naval Affairs that he 
fayered aa increase in pay without being able to go at 
all 2S details or to suggest the amount of the increase

10, when a vote of the House on another sub- 


ject was called and the meeting was postponed for two 
days, The Secretary opened his statement by saying: 

“This is a question to which I have given much 
thought, as it is a large and important question. The 
manning of the l-avy is different from the manrring of 
any civilian department. Navy officers cannot, to a 
great extent, regulate th ‘r own domestic affairs, be- 
cause of the frequent changes of station. ‘These changes 
necessarily impose large expenses on the officers. In 
addition, every officer at sea must keep up two estab 
lishments. I feel it is the duty of the Government to 
bear in mind the peculiar expenses of Navy officers in 


fixing their compensation. Their services in the war 
entitle them to every consideration. At the same tim 
[ regret to see the impression getting abroad that Con 
gress and the Navy Department have not kept in view 
and carried out the policy I indicate: ought to be carried 
out. It is incorrect to assume that Navy officers have 
received no increase in pay since 1908." ; 

Secretary Daniels then referred to the legislation con- 
tained in the Naval Appropriation Act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
which resulted in the promotion of every officer in the 
Navy at that time. He added that out of the 4,430 per- 
manent officers in the Navy at the outbreak of the war 


3,513 were promoted temporarily and that of the 617 
remaining 437 were ensigns recently graduated from the 
Naval Academy. He said the pay of the officers who had 
not received promotions during the war should be in- 
creased to place them on an equality in this respect 
with the others. Mr. Daniels told of the inerease au- 
thorized by Congress in the pay of enlisted men, but 
said that the fact that the Shipping Board and the 
merchant marine paid such high wages made it difficult 
to increase enlistments. The Secretary added, however, 
that enlistments were “coming along nicely,’ ’ saying that 
the difficulties faced by the Navy were made apparent 
through the lack of older men, particularly those with 
training as machinists. He said that although an at 
tempt was being made to remedy the situation by giving 
rigid training to the younger men and by increasing 
efforts at enlistment the work “becomes very difficult” 
because of the disparity in the pay. 

When the chairman told the Secretary it would be 
necessary to adjourn to answer a call of the House, Mr. 
Daniels asked whether it was planned to pass the pay 
bill at the present session of Congress. Mr. Butler re 
plied that the plan was to report the bill this session in 
order that it might be taken up the first week of the 
regular session, opening on Dec. 1. Secretary Daniels 
told the committee he did not wish to leave the impres- 
sion in the minds of members that he was opposing an 
increase because of the remarks he had made concerning 
the promotion of officers. In fact, he said, he would 
recommend an increase when he resumed his testimony. 

Secretary Daniels told the committee that the Navy 
had a sufficient number of men to man all the battle- 
ships, destroyers and auxiliary vessels. He later quali- 
fied the statement by specifying new destroyers instead 
of all destroyers. The only lack, he indicated, was in the 
ranks of petty and chief petty officers.

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NAVY TAKES OVER WELFARE EQUIPMENT. 

The seven welfare organizations which maintained 
huts or club houses at the U.S. naval stations, signified 
their intention to turn over to the Navy their. buildings, 
equipment and also funds necessary to carry on their 
work, which has been of incalculable value during and 
since the war. A board was therefore appointed, of 
which Capt. R. H. Leigh, Assistant Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Navigation, was the senior member, to consider 
the future status of the welfare organizations. Other 
members of the board were Comdr. C. B. Mayo, chief 
of the 6th Division (Morale); Capt. J. B. Frazier, 
Chaplain Corps; Comdr. H. D. Lamar, Supply Corps; 
Comdr. H. L. Rogers, Civil Engr. Corps; Lieut. Comdr. 
J. T. Boone, Med. Corps; Major Randolph Coyle, U.S. 
M.C.; with Lieut. Comdr. G. L. Weyler, U.S.N., recorder. 
The board recommended that the work be taken over by 
the Navy so gradually as to guarantee its unbroken con- 
tinuity. The funds supplied will be ample until July 1, 
1920, and that date was set because the welfare organ- 
izations feel that Congress should appropriate sufficient 
money to insure the successful administration of the 
religious, recreational and educational features supplied 
thereafter. The board’s report was approved by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy. It is the intention to complete the 
transfer by Jan. 1, and in practically every case to 
retain the same workers employed by the welfare or- 
ganizations, but in that detail the commanding officer 
in each particular station will be consulted and his judg- 
ment considered final. The Navy Department considers 
it is most important that the work be taken over not as 
war work only, and since it has demonstrated its value 
in time of war it should be continued in unbroken se- 
quence in time of peace. The board heard representa- 
tives of welfare organizations and considered reports 
from commandants of training stations, and the matter 
was given very careful and earnest deliberation. The 
board recommended that if the men at any station de- 
sired to organize under the banner of the welfare or- 
ganizations they should be encouraged to do se and 
they should call a secretary for the purpose, as is 
done in civilian localities; but the secretary should 
come as a part of the regular station organization and 
subject to regulations as the department may impose. 
The secretary should not be subject to the orders of any 
organization outside the station or department. The 
men or women placed in charge of huts or club houses 
should be civilian trained in social work, and may be 
selected from the forces of the organizations. The board 
also recommended a course a welfare work and morale 
to be instituted at the U.S. Naval Academy. It was 
advised that the welfare organizations be encouraged to 
keep in touch with the stations, and also the ships in 
port, for the Navy desires to preserve their good will 
and insure the continuance of their interest in the Navy. 
The board expressed its profound appreciation of the 
work of the seven organizations and stated that the splen- 
did results could not have been accomplished without 
their assistance.

Admiral Mahan had a hand in winning the war, and 
although this is the first time I have set foot on United 
States territory I will not be the last to acknowledge 
Great Britain’s debt to America during the war.”

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FUTURE DUTIES OF ARMY OFFICERS. 
in Address by General Haan. 

In a lecture before the officers of the General Staff 
College at Washington, Nov. 7, on the functions of the 
various branches of the General Staff, Major Gen. Wil- 
liam G. Haan, Chief of the War Plans Division, G.S., 
referred to the duties that may be expected in the future 
of commanders as well as of staff officers in the prepara- 
tion of the U.S. Army for war. “This preparation,” 





said General Haan, “as a result of our experience, will 
include a wider range of activities than has been hereto- 
fore practicable in the instruction of the officers and the 
soldiers. The range now includes, in addition to mili- 
tary training, «ducational work including proper control 


of recreation and moral training. More emphasis will 
be laid in the officers’ training upon proper leadership 
based upon 2 study of all the elements and activities 
that are necessary for making soldiers think right. 
Purely milit: iry training connected with proper strategy 
and tactics is not sufficient to produce the best re- 
sults. The sold’ers and officers that are under training 
must by their leaders be placed in their proper state of 
mind for absorbing information, otherwise the ie 
wasted. In order to get soldiers to thinking in the ri 
line, it is necessary for their leaders to be able to place 
themselves in the position of the soldier and estimate 
what his thoughts are. 

“Soldiers are thinking all the time and a large rt 
of their thoughts are about their officers. The office 
must, so far as possible, be able to fathom these thoughts 
and so shape his own action and conduct as to gain the 
confidence of the men placed in his charge. This eon- 
fidence cannot be gained in any way except by the strict 
application of toot rules, regulations, and action on the 
part of the commander. This confidence cannot be gained 
by doing favors for the soldiers—strict impartiality with- 
out playing favorites and the application of disciplinary 
measures where they are necessary in an absolutely im- 
partial and just manner. The soldier must feel that the 
officer has the welfare of the soldiers at heart, that he 
will fight for his soldiers against any impending injus- 
tice, but that, on the other hand, he will vigorously 
handle aby attempted unjust action by his own men—- 
in other words, the officer must be in-a position to foree 
respect of his men, otherwise, his attempts at vad ne 
struction and leadership is nil. The officers in all 
our schools, some of them in spite of their being ps Be 
from troops for perhaps two or three years, must be 
kept in touch with the methods of , soldiers 
under approved systems of i which now in- 
clude in addition to purely military teplaien, education, 
recreation and moral training. The school officers must 
be kept in full touch with this development in order that 
when they return to duty with troops either as staf offi- 
cers or commanders, they may be in full sympathy with 
the work that is being carried on in the development of 
our Army, which development is aimed at producing the 
most efficient possible fighting organizations.” 


General Haan on Pride of a Soldier. 


General Haan recently returned from a countrywide 
tour of Army camps and posts in the interests of educa- 
tion and vocational training, which is under his direc- 
tion. He found the work proceeding encouragingly, al- 
though at some camps progress was not as rapid as should 
be because of the lack of personnel and qualified instruc- 
tors. General Haan was invited to the first convention of 
the American Legion at Minneapolis, Minn., on Novy. 10, 
11 and 12, and was to address the convention on the 
question of gratuities.

Pointing to 
the creation by Congress of the Federal Board on Voca- 
tional Education, to Secretary Baker’s organization of 
a Service and Information Branch in the War Depart- 
ment, with its agencies all over the United States, and 
to the assistance rendered by the American Legion and 
other bodies in assisting discharged enlisted men, a. 
eral Haan says that “it should not be necessary fi 
single able-bodied soldier in the United States to be pdb 
ing or to be without a job. -€ arged soldier wha 
appears in public in uniform for urpose by, Poosaee7 adver- 
tising the uniform, or perhaps

To Tue Eprror or THe Any AND Navy JounyvalL : 

An officer is truly efficient only whem he gives all bis 
thoughts te the Service. There are few officers left in 
the Service to-day whose eyes are not turned longirgly 
towards civil life, where one is not denied that “pursuit 
of happiness” which the Constitution guarantees us, but 
which the men in the Services must forego. The mind 
ef every officer to-day is filled with his own misfortunes 
and @ sense of the imjustice that is dealt him. He is 
giving his time to the Service, but set his heart and 
soul. Many have resigned, and all would like to. It 
is mot love of the Service that holds them, but only lack 
of a promising opening in civil life, which thousands of 
them are seeking. It is hard to start life over again 
when ome has reached middle age and has others de 
pendent on him. The Service does not develop the com- 
mercial or money-making imstinct, ner does it allow op- 
portunity to acquire affiliations im civil life. But how 
many of the older officers, if they were starting life to- 
day, would choose the Service as a career? The number 
is certainly small. 

All officers are willing to endure any necessary hard- 
ship or privatien im the Service. They are willing to 
give their lives for the country, if meed be, even while 
knewing that this leaves their families to face privation 
and want. No officer has any ambition to enjoy the 
lexuries that go with wealth.

The keystone of usefulness of 
any military policy is an efficient and contented corps 
of officers. Hence, pay heed to the views of the great 
majority; for it is only fair to assume that they have 
the interest of the country and Service as near to their 
heart as the minority. 

The theory of military training is not so complicated 
that apy intelligent man cannot readily acquire it; but 
theory does not make the good officer; only by experi- 
ence im handling troops can an officer acquire the «uali- 
ties so essential to a good commander. A test based on 
theory alone is Lot going to reveal the best officer. We 
all know there are officers who are positively erudite yet 
notoriously unfit to command a company, battalion or 
— If experience is essential, why not promote 


those service, provided they are otherwise 
qualified? To promote an officer over the heads of two 
or three hundred of his seniors, basing such advance 
ment on comparative efficiency, means he is considered

Army Demotions by Permanent Grades. 

According to compilation based on the special orders 
ssued by the War Department, demotions by permanent 
grades from Nov. 11, 1918, to Nov. 1, 1919, aggregate 
twenty-four per cent. The totals for the two dates are 
7,621 and 1,857. By grades officers holding advanced 
rank were as follows: Major generals, 2; brigadier gen- 
erals, 26; colonels, 167; lieutenant colon 364; majors, 
898; captains, 2,560; first lieutenants, 1,868; second 
lieutenants, 1,736. ‘The 1,857 demotions affected the 
grades as follows: Major general, 0; (Generals Per- 
shing and March); brigadier general, 5; colonel, 131; 
lieutenant colonel, 225; major, 370; captain, 680; 
first lieutenant, 225; second lieutenant, 121. Among the 
major generals of emergency grade five were demoted to 
brigadier general, 27 to colonel and one to lieutenant 
colonel; brigadier generals, 104 to colonel, T7 to lieu- 
tenant colonel, 48 to major, three to captain; colonels, 
147 to lieutenant colonel, 258 to major, 102 to captain, 
and two to second lieutenant; lientenant colonels, 64 to 
major, 243 to captain, one to first lieutenant; majors, 
332 to captain, 23 to first lieutenant, two to second lieu- 
tenant; captains, 301 to first lieutenant, 24 to second 
lieutenant; first lieutenants, 95 to second lieutenant. 


Status of War Department Contracts. 


To Oct. 18, due to corrected reports, the value of 
27,652 suspended contracts was estimated at $3,883,- 
802,000, an increase of approximately $45,000,000 over 
the estimate of the previous week. In the two weeks, to 
Oct. 18 inclusive, the estimated value of s nd con- 
tracts had imcreased more than . Théypres- 
ent status of contract liquidation shows 27,652 contracts 
suspended, the value being $3,883,802000; the total 
number of contracts liquidated bein 
value $2,118,156,000. 


253,414,000 to secure the relingu ent of these con- 
tracts. Im addition, partial payment in liquidation on 
other contracts amount to $70,351,000, making a total of 
$323,765,000 paid in liquidation to Oct. 18. There are 
5,274 contracts remaining to be liquidated. Of these, the 
value of 2,349 is known and amounts to $1,765,645,000. 
Assuming that future liquidation in each can be 
effected at the same rate of cost as has obtained in the 
past, the cost of liquidating these contracts my be esti- 
mated at $234,698,000.

THE PROPOSED CHAPLAINS’ CORPS. 
To THe Eprroz or tHe Agmy anv Navy Jovenat: 

One of the results of the war has been to focus the 
interest of the churches upon religious work in the 
Army, and particularily that which is being done by 
Army chaplains. This interest has been expressed by 
very many denominations in recent conventions where 
memorials have been prepared and sent to Congress and 
to the War Department asking that chaplains be given 
grades in harmony with all other departments of the 
military establishment, and that a Chaplains’ Corps be 
formed so that religious work in the Army may be di- 
rected by men who are specialists in that line. Among 
the larger ecclesiastical bodies that haye passed such 
resolutions recently and are preparing to follow them 
up are the Federal Council of Churches, the Presby- 
terian General Assembly, the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention, the Evangelistic Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, the War Time Commission of 
the Churches, the Committee on Army and Navy Chap- 
lains, the National Council of Congregational Churches 
ont a General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal!

During the war no Army chaplain was promoted, but 
sometime following the signing of the armistice about 
ten per cent. of those still in the Service were advanced, 
none going beyond the grade of major. There-seems to 
be a growing sentiment in the Army that chaplains 
should have rank at least to the grade of aia and 
that they should be given direct supervision of the selec- 
tion of their personnel, inspection of their work and 
instruction of those engaged in it. The measure intro 
duced by Senator Capper to create a Corps of Chap- 
lains in the Army (S. 3351) has the hearty endorse- 
ment in specific terms of most of the societies that have 
memorialized Congress asking that larger and better 
things be done for Army chaplains.

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Mireace Pay IN THE SERVICES. 

Some of the peculiarities that have been maiutained 
in the Services for years are being discussed in both 
Army and Navy circles due to the multitude of new 
ideas offered the Congressional military and naval com- 
mittees for consideration in connection with reorganiza- 
tion measures. Among the provisions that appear to be 
always forgotten and in which revision is rare is that of 
mileage pay im the Services. An officer in the Navy 
Department, discussing the recent sessien of the Board 
on Selection, remarked that the injustice of merely pay- 
ing the officers on the board mileage ap te war- 
rant adjustment. He pointed out that there were nine 
admirals on the board, and the work lasted approxi- 
mately two months, so that it cost the Government to 
select a list of officers the pay of an admiral for 
eighteen months. Mileage, however, at seven cents was 
merely a trivial item among the bills for maintenance 
while the board was in Washington, and this officer be- 
lieved that in the Navy reorganization bill the matter 
should be adjusted so that officers on selection duty 
would not be compelled to draw upon their private funds 
while on this duty. In the Army there is a strong sen- 
timent favoring a reduction of the mileage and in addi- 
tion granting allowances at so much money each day 
for the time an officer is away from his station. It is 
considered inequitable, for example, that an officer, say 
100 miles from Washington, whe is ordered to the capi- 
tal one day and who returns to his station the next, 
draws for mileage $14, of which $6 would be paid for 
railroad fare; the $8 balance leaves him a profit on his 
trip, while officers who may be ordered to Washington 
and held for ten days are out of pocket after their sec- 
ond day at the capital. A study has been worked out 
in the War Department which demonstrated that at 
four cents a mile and a per diem allowance of $4 travel 
expenses would be more equitably adjusted and be far 
more just to all officers than the present system. The 
study has not been approved by the War Department 
and we call attention to it here in the hope that the 
idea may be submitted to Congerss.

Fle reached the grade of rear 
admiral Dec. 31, 1918. 

Lieut. Col. George H. McMaster, Inf., U.S.A., was 
retired from active service Nov. 7, 1919, at his own re 
quest after more than thirty-two years’ service.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. tien. Charles L. Davis, U.S.A., retired, who died 
at Schenectady, N.Y., Nov. 10, 1919, had recently re- 
turned from the hospital, where he had an operation. 
General’ Davis entered the military service as a private 
in the Pennsylvania Volunteer Artillery April 24, 1861, 
and had a very fine record of service. He served all 
through the Civil War, and his subsequent service was 
of the highest merit. In addition to his service in the 
Pennsylvania Artillery, he served as a lieutenant in the 
31st Pennsylvania Infantry, as captain in the 82d Penn- 
sylvania Infantry, and as a captain in the Volunteer 
Signal Corps. He received the brevet of captain for 
gallant and meritorious service in the campaign from 
the Rapidan to the James, the brevet of major for gal- 
lant and meritorious services in the siege of Petersburg, 
and in the operations resulting in the fall of Richmond 
and the surrender of Gen. Robert BE. Lee. His last duty 
in the Civil War was as Chief Signal Officer of the 
Army of the Potomac. General Davis was born in 
Pennsylvania Feb. 27, 1839, and was a civil engineer by 
profession. After being honorably discharged from the 
Volunteers in August, 1865, he entered the Regular 
Army Feb. 23, 1866, as a second lieutenant, 10th In- 
fantry. He was an officer of that regiment until April, 
1898, when he became major of the 6ti: Infantry. He 
was transferred to the 11th Infantry in October, 1898, 
was promoted lieutenant colonel, 6th Infantry, in 1899, 
transferred to the 11th Infantry in 1900, promoted colo- 
nel, 5th Infantry, in 1901, and was appointed brigadier 
general in January, 1 He was retired Feb. 10, 
1903, at his own request after forty years’ service. After 
joining the Regular Army General Davis served in 
Indian campaigns and against marauding Mexicans, and 
took part in the expedition into Mexico under Gen. R. S. 
Mackensie in 1878, and his frontier service also in- 
cluded operations against the Apaches under Geronimo, 
1884-86. General Davis was also active in the war 
with Spain and served in the Philippines. Besides a 
widow and daughter General Davis leaves a son, Lieut. 
Col. Bowers Davis, Inf., U.S.A., on duty” at Camp 
Travis, Texas. 

Major William H. Saunders, U.S.A., died Nov. 5, 1919, 
as a result of injuries incurred on Oct. 27 in an air- 
plane crash, while taking a flight with Lieut. Col. Lewis 
H. Brereton, U.S.A., at Post Field, Fort Sill, Okla. 
He was born in South Carolina June 20, 1892, and a 
descendant of one of the oldest families of Wedgefield, 
S.C. He was graduated from the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy in 1917 and was assigned as a second lieutenant of 
He was trained as aero observer in 
France at the Valdanon Aeronautical Observation 
School and was rated a Reserve military aviator at 
Tours, France. On completion of his school training he 
reported to a French squadron in November, 1917, later 
reporting to the 12th Aero Squadron and was made chief 
observer of the unit. He was one of the best observers 
in the Service, and participated in batiles in the Cham- 
pagne sector, Toul sector, Luneville sector and at 
Chateau-Thierry. Upon return to the United States he 
was recommended for the D.S.C. and Croix de Guerre, 
and also received a special citation from General Per- 
shing. Major Saunders in 1919 was appointed assist- 
ant to chief, Operations Division, Air Service, in which 
capacity he served up to the time of his death. He 
was one of the passengers in the Martin bomber which 
piloted Capt. Roy N. Francis in the recent transconti- 
nental race. 

Earl Thomas Al!lmutt Brassey, who died in London, 
England, Nov. 12, 1919, from injuries sustained by being 
knocked down bv a taxicab, was the second Earl Bras 
sey, and was widely known as a yachtsman and editor 
of Brassey’s Naval Manual, founded by his father, the 
late Lord Thomas Brassey, the first Earl, who died in 
February, 1918. He was*born March 7, 1863, and was 
educated at Eaton and Balliol College, Oxford. Earl 
Brassey was lieutenant colonel of the West Kent Yeo- 
manry until May 1, 1914, when he retired with thanks 
of the Army Council for his services.. He raised the 
second West Kent Yeomanry in September, 1914, which 
unit rendered valiant service during the war. Prior to 
the death of his father, Lord Brassey was known as 
Lord Hythe. He raised the 69th Sussex Company Im- 
perial Yeomanry with which he saw service during the 
Boer War. After the war he became Mayor of Rexhill. 
Earl Brassey held a master’s certificate for yacht owners. 
He was a Commander of the Crown of Italy and a 
Knight of Grace of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem. 
As an author he produced two books, “Problems of Em- 
pire” and “The Case for Devolution.” He married Lady 
Idina Nevill, daughter of the Marquis of Abergavenny, 
in 1889. They had no children. Lieut. Col. Edgar 
Hugh Brassey, of the 1st Life Guards, a cousin of the 
dead peer, will succeed to his title. Lieutenant Colonel 
Brassey was decorated for bravery during the war with 
Germany. 

Referring to the death of Capt. John W. Loveland, jr., 
late Coast Art., U.S.A., at Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 29, 
1919, noted in our issue of Noy. 8, page 298, a corre- 
spondent writes: “From public and private schools in 
Englewood, N.J., through the Pennsylvania Military Col- 
lege and Yale University; in business life, and as a 
captain in the Regular Army, Coast Artillery overseas, 
this young man passed; and wherever the place, other 
men who knew him, learned his integrity, his cleanness 
of thought and action, his strength of principle. He was 
a knightly Christian gentleman. There were no ‘hours’ 
to his day’s work—that ended when it was finished. If 
a duty was to be done, his thought was—as expressed 
in his last words—‘Well, let’s go.’ ” 

The infant daughter of Major Abbott Boone, U.S.A., 
and Mrs. Boone died at the Walter Reed Hospital, 
Washington, D.C., on Oct. 31, 1919. 

Mrs. Laura Hoyle Burr, wife of the late Charles 
Henry Burr, of Williamstown,’ Mass., died at her late 
residence, 31 East 49th street, New York city, on Nov. 
9, 1919. Mrs. Burr was the mother of Mrs. Henry C.

NATIONAL GUARD REORGANIZATION. 


Semator Frelinghuysen introduced a bill on Nov. 1 : 
establish a National Reserve Force, to provide for m 
tary and physical training, and for the reorganization of 
the National Guard, at the request of the Nationa! 
Guard Association. We reserve it for another week. 

Following is the substance in full of S. 3412, the 
National Guard Reorganization bil? introduced by Sena- 
tor Calder on Nov. 10, as noted on page 337. 

National Guard Reorganization Bill. 


S. 3412, Mr. Calder.—To amend the National Defense Act 
approved June 3, 1916. Be it enacted, etc., That Sec. 1 of 
the act is amended to read: 

**See. 1. That the Army of the U.S. shall consist of the 
Regular Army, National Guard of the U.S., Volunteer Arm 

ers’ Reserve Corps ef the Regular Army, Enlisted Re 
serve Corps of Regular Army, the Officers’ Reserve Corps of 
National Guard of the U.S., the Enlisted Reserve Corps of the 
National Guard of the U.S., and such other land forces ss 
may hereafter be authorized by law.’’

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ARMY REORGANIZATION POSTPONED. 


The likelihood that any provision for Army reorgani- 
zation will be effected at the present special session of 
Congress appears to have undergone a decided change. 


After discarding two Army reorganization bills supplied 
by the War Department the House Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs finally decided this week to give up all idea 
of drafting reorganization legislation for the present 
and satisfied itself with determining upon the size Army 
that it will recommend to the House, placing the figure 
at 250,000 combat troops. No committee action has 
been taken with regard to the exact size, but the mem- 
bers are apparently determined on an Army of a total 
enlisted strength of approximately 285,000 and a com- 
missioned personnel disproportionate in size in order to 
take care of all calls for Regular Army officers. The 
House committee, after holding the hearings on the so- 
called General Staff bill, laid it aside owing to the many 
objections to it voiced by officers of the Army. The 
committee then asked the War Department to prepare 
a second bill incorporating several features determined 
upon by the members. Representative Anthony said on 
Novy. 13 that this bill, also, had been discarded after the 
committee had considered it for three days, because it 
contained many provisions that were not favored. It 
was then decided, according to Mr. Anthony, that the 
proper course would be to amend the National Defense 
Act, but that in the meantime the chairman would be 
authorized to report to the House the proposed size of 
the Army in order that the War Department might 
know on what figure it might base its estimates. Mr. 
Kahn will be authorized to give the details of the size 
of the Military Establishment as soon as the committee 
has finally determined upon them. No further legisla- 
tive matters will be taken up at this session, according 
to the present plans, and in view of the fact that. the 
chairman will leave for California soor after adjourn- 
ment, there is a question whether Army reorganization 
will. be taken up again before the Christmas holiday re- 
cess, 

Mr. Anthony said the committee had practically de- 
termined on s@veral matters of policy, but that no for- 
mal action had been taken. Mr. Anthony expressed it 
as his own opinion that the committee would undoubt- 
edly favor a single list for promotion of Army officers, 
considerable consolidation of the supply corps, the re- 
tention of the Chemical Warfare Service as a separate 
organization, and the creation of a separate executive 
Department of Aeronautics at least for engineering, re- 
search and production work. Committee members have 
been besieged with requests from chiefs of practically 
all the bureaus and departments that their particu- 
lar service be maintained separately.. As a consequence, 
Mr. Anthony said, there is no way of forecasting what 
consolidation will take place, but he was certain that the 
tendency would be towards consolidation wherever pos- 
sible. When asked concerning the matter of universal 
military. training, Mr. Arthony declared no action would 
be taken on this matter until the next session. He said 
the question of the date of the opening of Army legisla- 
tion hearings for the next session would depend upon 
the attitude of members after they return to Washing- 
ton in December. Mr. Kahn, it is expected, will be in 
California until the first of the year. 
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RATE OF PROMOTION IN U.S. NAVY. 


At his hearing before the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs on Nov. 10 Secretary of the Navy Daniels, after 
stating that it was incorrect to assume that Congress 
had accorded the officers of the Navy no increase in 
pay since 1908, referred to the “preparedness bill” of 
1916—the Naval Appropriations Act approved Aug. 29, 
1916—as resulting in the promotion of nearly every offi- 
cer in the Navy at that time. From the Secretary's 
statements it would appear that his data did not reach 
back to the Act of March 3, 1915, which abolished the 
Personnel Board for Retirement, popularly known as 
the “Plucking Board.” It will be recalled that prior 
to that act of 1915 the law required that in the event 
that the usual flow of promotions fell below the aver- 
age which was specified by the Act of March 3, 1899, 
the Personne! Board would recommend for retirement 
a sufficient number of officers to raise the average of 
promotion, with certain limitations. 

By the abolition of the Personnel Board for Retire- 
ment the flow of promotions was greatly retarded dur- 
ing the period from March 3, 1915, to Aug. 29, 1916, so 





that when the latter act was approved the resulting 
promotions were no greater in number than what would 
have come about under the Personnel Board scheme— 


as a matter of fact promotions above the rank of lieu- 
tenant remained st.tionary for nearly two years. It 
must also be taken into consileration that the Act of 


Aug. 29, 1916, advanced. the age for retirement two 
years, from sixty-two to sixty-four years of age, and to 
that extent also retarded the flow of promotions. This 
change caused about sixteen officers to be retained in 
the Navy for two years who would have been eligible 
for retirement under the old law. 

Thus it would appear that it is not quite in con- 
formity with the actual situation to assert that officers 
of the Navy have received permanent promotions to a 
greater degree during that period. Since January, 1917, 
however, the average rate of promotion hhs been higher 
than would have been the case under the old Personnel 
Board system. This increased rate, moreover, should 
not be looked upon as abnormal, for it was due to the 
large increase in the number of officers entering the 
Navy, coming in from the U.S. Naval Academy and 
other sources, and who were absorbed in the ustial course 
and pushed forward the officers in the higher grades. 
It is interesting to note that the war did not bring an 
inflow of officers so that the authorized permanent 
strength in line and staff was attained. The highest 
total of permanent line officers was approximately 2,900 
and of permanent staff officers about 1,500, while the 
authorized strength was approximately 5,500 and 2,800, 
respectively. 
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THE NEW NATIONAL GUARD BILL. 

Officers at the War Department unhesitatingly ex- 
pressed themselves as being opposed to the principles 
sought to be embodied into legislation by the bill, 8. 3412, 
introduced by Senator Calder of New York on Nov. 10, 
to amend the National Defense Act with regard to the 
organization and control of the National Guard. The 
substance of the bill appears on pages 332-3. In 
some cases the opinion was that the bill was so ab- 
surd as not to warrant consideration by Congress. 
Senator Calder introduced the measure at the instance 
of B_ig. Gen. Charles W. Berry, The Adjutant General 
of New York. The Senator said the New York Guard 
endorsed the plan but that he did not know whether it 
met with approval of the National Guard Association. 

At the Militia Bureau of the War Department it was 
pointed out that the bill c@ntained features that were 
not only revolutionary in National Guard organizations, 
but which would be held to be unconstitutional. For ex- 
ample, it is provided that all state adjutants general 
shall be appointed by the President, while the Constitu- 
tion “reserves to the states respectively the appointment 
of the officers of the Militia.” The bill also provides for 
the appointment of officers upon the recommendation of 
divisional or staff corps commanders in spite of the fact 
that governors of states have the constitutional right to 
appoint National Guard officers. The suggestion was 
made in this connection that Congress should limit the 
choice by governors in selecting National Guard officers 
to such men as had been commissioned in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps of the Regular Army. The Calder bill 
leaves the field for the appointment of officers with 
hardly any limitations. 

The outstanding objection to this National Guard 
bill is that it removes the Guard more than ever from 
the supervision of the War Department. It puts the 
training, government, administration and discipline of 
the organization under the authority of the National 
Guard Department, administered by a chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Department, who, in turn, is to “be re- 
sponsible ‘directly to the Secretary of War in relation to 
all matters affecting the National Guard of the United 
States.” In this way Congress is asked to delegate all 
authority over the training of the state troops to a Na- 
tional Guard head who is responsible to no one in the 
military establishment except the civilian Secretary of 
War. It is pointed” out that such a policy would im- 
mediately put the country back in the place where it 
was before the National Defense Act undertook to co- 
ordinate all military training with that of the. Regular 
Army. 

Inconsistencies of the bill as pointed out by Army offi- 
cers include the provision that one-eighth of all officers 
of each. grade, excluding the Chief of Staff and the 
assistants to the Chief of Staff, detailed to the General 
Staff Corps of the Army shall be National Guard offi- 
cers. This would be part of the general plan in spite of 
the fact that the bill specifically separates the National 
Guard Department from every other “department, bu- 
reau, office or other organization of the War Depart- 
ment,” including the General Staff Corps. One of the 
first indications of the difference in policy that would 
arise between the Regular Army and the National 
Guard is in the provision of the bill which fixes sixty- 
five as the minimum enlisted strength of a company of 
Infantry in peace time. This figure is fixed in spite of 
the decision made by the War Department that under 
the present system of Army organization no company 
should be reduced below the strength of 100 men. Army 
officers say that these policies might be expected to be 
included in National Guard regulations were such a 
measure to pass, in view of the fact that they are in- 
cluded. in this bill, which is the first concrete expression 
of National Guard opinion on reorganization. 
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Coast GUARD-NAavy MERGER HEARINGS.

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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Three Navy Resignations Accepted. 

Secretary Daniels accepted the first resignations ten- 
dered by officers of the U.S. Navy on Nov. 12 following 
his appearance before the House Committee on Naval tt 
Affairs when he stated that he would probably change ; 
his policy in respect to accepting resignations from offi- 
cers who were graduates of the U.S. Naval Academy. 
The three officers who have been allowed to resign belong 
to the Construction Corps, and are Capt. John E. Bailey, 
on duty in the Hull division at the BostongNavy Yard; 
Comdr. Fred G. Coburn, manager of the N¥val Aircraft 
factory at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, and Comdr. Ar- 
thur W. Frank, on duty at the Boston yard. Captain 
Bailey is from indiasa and was appointed from Michi- 
gan in 1901; Commander Coburn is from Minnescta 
and was appointed from that state in 1906, and Com- 
mander, Frank comes from Alabama and was appointed 
from his native state in 1910. 


Retirement of Officers of Naval Reserve Force. 


Reference by Secretary Daniels before the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs to a problem confronting him in 
the claims for transfer to the retired list of the Navy 
by a Reserve officer injured in the line of duty, and the 
Secretary's statement that the Judge Advocate General 
of the Navy held that the officer in question was en- 
titled to his claim, at least by inference in the provisions 
of the Acts of July 1, 1918, and May 22, 1917. con- 
firms reports which have been heard in the Navy De- 
partment for some time. It is stated that there are 
between fifteeg and twenty officers, who were ordered 
before examining boards for retirement and who were 
recommended to be placed on the retired list, whose cases 
are awaiting a final decision on the question. One of 
the officers, an aviator, is paralyzed below the waist. 
Final disposition of the matter is still problematical, al- 
though the claimants declare their case has been strength- 
ened by the fact that several Reserve officers have been 
placed on the retired list because of disability incurred 
in the war. It is understood that a line of demarcation 
is sought between major and minor cases of injury, the 
general opinion in the department being that minor in- 
juries, such as partial loss of sight and deafness, come 
under the provisions of the War Risk Insvrance Act 
and therefore should not be considered sufficient to en- 
title a Reserve officer to the application of laws as to 
retirement. Action on the list of retired officers re- 
ferred to is expected with little delay, also a probable 
change in the regulations relative to ordering Reserve 
officers up before an examining board. ag 

May Remove Restrictions on Navy Retired Officers. 


It has been urged upon Secretary Daniels that in view 
of his opposition to granting increase of pay to officers 
on the retired list the restriction which prevents their 
engagement with concerns doing business with the Goy- | 
ernment should be removed. This restriction, it. has 
been pointed out, is a hardship because nea 
firm of any importance in the country does work for 
the Government.

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NAVY PAY HEARINGS.

Secretary Daniels Wants Fized Sum Increases. 


Secretary Daniels completed his testimony on the pay 
situation on Nov. 12, ‘The Secretary erred to the 
statement he had made to the effect that practically all 
Navy officers had received increase of pay by promotion 
and said he did not mean to suggest the increase given 
through the promotion was a proper measure of the 
financial assistance that should be given now. He cor- 
tinued: “It has not been easy to find the most just and 
fairest measure for ee the pay. But I advise 
strongly against using any policy of percentage increase. 
Whatever increase is determined upon, I strongly recom- 
mend that it be fixed. and a lump sum increase be made 
for each grade. I want to call attention to the fact that 
poe percentage increase can be made with any actual 
—— e of what you are paying.” 
aniels stated that under the provisions of the 
Sileass bill a captain would get as much as $8,639 a 
year. He made the following recommendations for lump 
sum increases: “Hereafter, until June 30, 1921, there 
shall be paid to commissioned officers, commissioned war- 
rant officers and warrant officers, in addition to all pay 
and allowances, extra compensation per annum as fol- 
lows: Admirals, $1,000; vice admirals, $1,000; rear ad- 
mirals, $1,000; captains, $1,000; commanders, $900 ; 
lieutenant commanders, $840; lieutenants, $720; lieu- 
tenants (j.g.), $600; ensigns, commissioned warrant offi- 
cers and warrant officers, $480.” He also recommended 
that the pay of chief petty officers be raised to $99 per 
month for those serving actively and $126 for those in 
permanent grades. For apprentice seamen Mr. Daniels 
recommended base pay of $40 per month and an increase 
of not less than forty per cent. for all other enlisted 


ratings. 

Mr. Butler asked whether the recommendation carried 
any increase in the pay of retired officers. The reply was 
that it did mot. The Secretary added: “I. feel that

ARMY REORGANIZATION 
HOUSE HEARINGS. 
Construction Division Urged. 

Brig. Gen. Richard ©. Marshall, Chief of the Con- 
struction Division of the War Department, urged the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, at the hearings 
on the Army Reorganization bill on Noy. 10, to con 
tinue the Construction Division as a separate bureau 
of the War Department. General Marshall declared 
that in the event of a future war the construction work 
would be of such great volume that it would be impossi- 
ble for the Quartermaster Corps to handle it efficiently.

MORAL TRAINING IN THE ARMY. 

Becuuse it is thought that Paragraph 4, G.O. No. 
109, W.D., Sept. 15, 1919, under “Education and recre 
ation of the soldier,’ hardly covers the problem be 
fore officers and instructors, it is probable that a sub 
stitute paragraph will shortly be issued as an amend- 
ment to this General Order. The substitute text on 
moral training has been suggested by Major Gen. Will- 
iam G. Haan, director of War Plans Division, G.S., who 


has submitted the following: 

“The provisions of Paragraph 4, G.O. 109, contem 
plate the active support of commanding officers and all 
officers and instructors in thes moral training of the 
soldier. This phase of training is one of the most 
powerful elements in character building and in the de- 
velopment of real leadership. It gives opportunity to 
study and guide in the direction of correct and just 
thinking the mind of the soldier who, in many cases, is 
but little developed in this line of thought. Ignorance, 
and hence timidity, a fear of exposing ignorance, keeps 
many soldiers away from anything egrrying the idea of 
moral or religious service or instruction. The study of 
these matters through the officers or civilian instructors 
should be made as a preliminary to taking more or less 
formal part. The object of this and of other training is 
to produce officers who are capable of leadership in all 
activities of the soldier and to correctly guide their men 
in right thinking as well as in correct military train- 
ing. Without the power of eorreet thinking no man 
ean reach his greatest efficieney in any line. Soldiers 
are thinking all the time; much of their thought is about 
their own officers. The officers, as leaders, must fathom 
the thoughts of their men and by eareful consideration of 
their welfare and by strictly just measures and action 
on their own part must guide the thoughts of their men 
to correct channels, for by such methods alone can 
lasting confidence in leadership be established. Once this 
is established, the minds of the men are readily con- 
trolled and they become better soldiers and better citi 
zens.” - 

Discussing the broad influence of such effort upon t.re 
moral well-being of soldiers, indeed upon their military 
efficiency, General Haan said to a representative of thé 
ARMY AND Navy Journat that it must be remembered 
that the whole underlying idea of moral training, and all 
other kinds of training as well, requires getting the con- 
fidence of the men by their leaders, and then by putting 
into effect practical measures in which the men them- 
selves must take a maximum amount of control. ‘They 
must,” he said, “be given responsibility and they must 
themselves be developed as much as possible in the line 
of leadership. Not only in the military line, but in all 
lines, I include all the activities of the soldier. And in 
some of those activities where the accomplishments de- 
pend largely on the initiative developed in the soldier, 
the officer’s influence must make itself felt by the confi- 
dence he has established among his men in himself. I 
think it will be found that wherever there are contented 
and efficient men, it will also be found that the com- 
manding officer bas neglected no part of the activities 
in which hie men should be properly interested.”

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AMERICAN LEGION HOLDS CONVENTION. 


The first annual convention of the American Legion 
met in Minneapolis on Nov. 10 and remained in session 
until Nov. 12, Henry D. Lindsley, of Texas, was 
ehosen permanent chairman. The afternoon of the first 
day the delegates participated in the Armistice Day pa- 
rade. At the later sessions Indianapolis was chosen as 
the national headquarters ef the organization, defeat- 
ing Washington, D.C., on the second ballot. Cleveland 
was selected as the meeting place of the 1920 cenven- 
tion, which is to be held Sept. 27, defeating San Fran- 
cisco. An amendment to the constitution was adopted 
barring from office in the legion holders of public office 
er candidates therefor, the amendment declaring that 
“the organization shall be absolutely non-political, aod 
shall not be used for the dissemination of partisan prin- 
ciples or for the promotion of the candidacy of any per- 
son seeking political preferment.” An amendment to 
the constitution admitting to membership in the legion 
those who served e American or Allied armies, 
and who thereafter became American citizens, was de- 
feated. 

The convention adopted resolutions endorsing a pro- 
gram of universal training and also a small standing 
Army, and no compulsory military training in time of 
peace. It was recommended that the national citizen 
army be under local control and administration, sub- 
ject to general national regulations. Resolutions were 
also adopted advocating the deportation of those who 
renounced declarations of intention to become citizens 
in order to avoid military service; deportation of aliens 
convicted under espionage laws; punishment of citizens 
aiding aliens in anarchistic propaganda; selective im- 
migration rules, with examination of intending immi- 
gramts overseas; punishment of those seeking to over- 
throw by force the present form of government; criti- 
cising the War Department for lenient treatment of 
conscientious objectors, and urging Congress to investi- 
gate and recall honorable discharges given to such per- 
sons; enforcement sentences of men convicted of 
evading the draft law, and deportation at the termina- 
tion of prison sentences; advoeating laws to bar for- 
ever from citizenship all aliens who claimed exemption 
from military sefvice; opposition to promiscuous organ- 
ization of societies for ostensible relief of enemy eoun- 
tries, restricting such work te agencies designated by 
Congress; elementary education of all youth in the 
“American” language and in the fundamental principles 
of citizenship; creation by the legion of a national com- 
mission to combat anti-American tendencies; work for 
edueation of immigrants and foster teaching of Ameri- 
canism; calling to the attention of Comgress the danger 
of immigration conditions, especially as they affect the

A resolution was adopted asking the cancellation of the 
citizenship of former Representative Victor Berger, of 
Wisconsin, who was recently denied permission by Con- 
gress to take his sea® and urging his deportation as @ 
“disloyal citizen,” together with another resolution ask- 
ing Congress that if it tinds Representative Voight. also 
of Wisconsin, who supported Berger’s claims to his seat, 
to be disloyal, steps be taken to expel him from the 
House. 





A telegram was read from Gen. John J. Pershing, U. 
M.A., expressing his good wishes and hopes for the sne- 
cess of the legion and the convention. Greetings were 
also received from Marshal Foch, through the Freneh 
Ambassador at Washington. A specimen copy of a 
certificate to be presented by the French government to 
the family of every American soldier who died in France 
was submitted to the #onvention, with the statement 


that the French government requested the legion, as far 
as was possible, to agree to deliver a similar certificate 
to each family, with appropriate ceremonies on next 
Washington's Birthday. A flag, said to be the first 
American colors carried over the top in France, by 
Martin Walberg, of New Jersey, was presented to the 
convention. Annual dues were fixed at one dollar, in 
addition to state dues. 

The election of officers resultéd in the choice of Frank- 
lin d@Olier, of Philadelphia, as national eommander. 
James O’Brien, of California, and A. B. Chambers, of 
Massachusetts, representing the Navy; Allen ‘furkey. 
ot Nebraska, and P. C. Boom, of Idaho, the Army, a 
Joyee B. Lewis, the Marine Corps, were elected na- 
tional vice eommanders; Rev. Francis A. Kelly, of 
New York, national chaplain. The new national com- 
mander, who is a weol merchant in Philadelphia, en- 
tered the Service in 1917 as a eaptain in the Q.M. 
Corps. He did salvage duty overseas and was promoted 
to lieutenant colonel. He received the Distinguished 
Service Medal and the decoration of the French Legion 
of Honor.

CHRISTMAS PACKAGES FOR OVERSEAS. 

The Office of the Chief of Staff on Nov. 13 issued the 
following regulations regarding Christmas packages: 

For Shipment to England, Frence or Germeny. 

(a) If Christmas parcels are gent by parcel post they must 
conform to the postal regulations, and in addition packages 
containing candy and. tobacco must be losed in tins or 
light wooden boxes. 

(b) All boxes shipped by express or mail should be limited 
to seven pounds in weight and not exceed seventy-two inches 
combined length and girth. No perishable food ucts 
other than inclosed in cans should be packed in any such 
shipments. 4 

(c) Mail and express matter should be addressed as now 
prescribed by pestal regulations, that is, plainly marked with 
name, rank and organization of the person to w consigned, 
and both classes of shipments s d ot 
box'’ and should be sent care of the Commanding General, 
Port of Embarkation, Hoboken, N.J. 

(d) Packages should arrive at the Port ef Embarkation, 
Hoboken, N.J., not later than Dec. 8. 

For Shipment to Honolulu, Manila or Siberia. 

(a) Shipments should comply with the rules as above ex- 
cept that the weight of packages s limited to twenty 
pounds in weight and measurement not more than two —_ 
feet in volume, and consignment should be made care of.

Electric Starter on Liberty Engines. 

The electric starter developed fer the Navy Depart 
ment for use on Liberty engines has proved of hi 
efficiency and is being adapted to many planes, e 
Curtiss Eagle being the latest te install this so-called 
Bijur starter.

Revolutionizing Aerial Nurveying. 

Tests of a gy roscope built according to plans ef Dr. 
A. N. Lucien, Experimental Branch of the Photegraphic 
Section, Air Service, have been made over Washington 
from Bolling Field, with a small five by seven imch 
aerial camera swung in breckets. The first tests demon- 
strated that the camera would not deviate from a hori- 
zontal plane even when the airplane was banking.

I.M.S. RENOWN AT NEW YORK. 

The British battlecruiser Renown, Capt. Ernest A. 
Taylor, the flagship of Rear Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey, 
K.C.MLG., which is assigned as quarters for the Prince 
of Wales during his stay in New York, dropped anchor 
off Eighty-sixth street in the Hudson river on Nov. 12. 
She is a fine looking and extremely formidable craft, 
representing .he last word of any battle cruiser in com- 
mission the world over, having been launched and com 
pleted in 1916. The Renown is the largest warship that 
has ever entered New York harbor. She also carries the 





most powerful battery of any ship that has visited 
New York, and is the speediest large warship in the 
world. She has a length overall of 750 feet, a beam of 


90 feet and a draft of 25% feet. Her displacement is 
26,500 tons, and she has a speed of 32 knots ; her horse- 
power is 112,000. Her main battery .consists of six 
15-inch guns, ‘and her secondary battery comprises sev- 
enteen 4-imch guns. Her armor belt is 65 inches, and 


the armor about ber heavy gun positions is 9.7 inches. 
She carries 4,250 tens of fuel oil. Her 15-inch guns, 
which have a range of some twenty-nine miles, can be 


fired en either broadside, and four of them can fire di- 
rectly ahead, and two astern. Her ordinary complement 
of men is 950. 

The Renown came to New York from Trinidad, and 
since she left Canada some weeks ago for her southern 
cruise she has steamed 12,000 miles. The usual calls 
and visits of courtesy ashore were paid to British and 
American officials, and officers and men were granted 
shore leave to wisit points of imterest, and to attend 
entertainments in their henor. The quarters oecupied 
by the Prince of Wales are situated amidships and 
extend the full breadth ef the ship, and are comfortable, 
being just the same as those furnished officers.

FIRST (EXTRAORDINs&Y) SESSION, 


As amended and agreed to in conference of Senate 
and House, the bill H.R. 3148 authorizes the Secre- 
tary of War to sell at fifteen per cent. of their cost to 
trade, technical and public schools and universities, and 
other recognized educational institutions, upon applica- 
tion in writing, such machine tools as are suitable for 
their use which are now owned by the United States 
and are under control of the War Department and not 
needed for Government purposes. Money realized from 
the sale may be used to defray expenses, except cost of 
transportation, incident to distribution of the tools, and 
balance turned into Treasury. In the event any such 
material is offered for sale by said institutions without 
consent in writing of the Secretary of War title thereto 
shall revert to the United States. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs report the 
bill (H.R. 7752) relating to detached service of officers 
of the Regular Army with the recommendation that the 
bill pass without amendment. This bill is identical in 
every way with Senate bill 3258, which recently passed 
the ate. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs favorably 
Teports H.R. 2980 to increase the efficiency of the Mili- 
tary Establishment of the United States by repealing 
certain provisions of the National Defense Act and 
others that require that ordnance sergeants shall be 
selected by the Secretary of War from the sergeants of 
the line or Ordnance Department who shall have served 
faithfully for eight years, including four years in the 
grade of non-commissioned officer. 

The House on Nov. 5 passed H.R. 3706, amending 
Article 112 of the Articles of War, relating to the dis- 
position of the effects of deceased persons. 

The House on Nov. 5 passed S. 2495, transferring the 
tract of land known as Craney Island from the juris- 
diction of the War Department to the jurisdiction of 
the Treasury Department, and transferring the tract of 
land known as Fishermans Island from the jurisdiction 
of the Treasury Department to the jurisdiction of the 
War Department. 

The House on Nov. 5 passed H.J. Res. 222 authoriz- 
fag the Secretary of War to dispose of surplus dental 
outfits, preferentially to persons who served in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard or the Amer- 
iean Red Cross of the United States during the recent 
war, and who are at the time of such sale licensed to 
practise dentistry but not more than one set of dental 
supplies to be sold at private sale to any one person. 

The House on Nov. 6 passed S. 3037, to authorize the 

of War to transfer, free of charge, certain 
surplus motor-propelled vehicles and motor equipment 
to the Department of Agriculture, Post Office Depart- 
ment, Navy Department and the Treasury Department 
fer the use of the Public Health Service, and certain 
other surplus property to the Department of. Agricul- 
ture. 

The Secretary of the Treasury transmits a tentative 
draft of a bill authorizing the appointment by _ the 
President of Major William Roberts, U.S.A., retired, 
in the Reserve of the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice without prejudice to his present retired status in 
the United States Army. Secretary Glass says: “This 
officer, formerly a member of the General Staff, has 
rendered considerable assistance to this department and 
is familiar with the hospital needs of the Public Health 
Service. On Sept. 1, 1919, Major Roberts was relieved 
from active duty with the War Department and is now 
available for duty with this department. If appointed 
as recommended, his services can be utilized to excellent 
advantage by the Government, as Major Roberts pos- 
sesses the technical knowledge needed in connection with 
the added responsibilities of the Public Health Service 
in caring for the beneficiaries of the War Risk Insur- 
ance Bureau.” 

The Senate on Oct. 30 passed S. 3202, granting leave 
of absence without pay to officers of the Coast Guard, 
to permit them to accept employment with the Vehezu- 
elan government with such compensation and emolu- 
ments as may be agreed upon between the Venezuelan 
government and such officer or officers thus granted 
leave. In this connection a letter from the Secretary of 
the Treasury was printed in the Record acknowledging 
a letter from the Seeretary of State, stating that a re- 

uest was made by the Venezuelan government, through 
the American Legation in Caracas to obtain the services 
of an American naval officer as superintendent of con- 
struction in the national navy yard and drydock at 
Puerto Cabello, Venezuela, and that the application of 
Capt. of Engrs. F. E. Fitch, U.S.C.G., for the position 
of technical director of this navy yard has been approved 

the government of Venezuela. The State Depart- 
ment, desiring to increase American influence in Venezu- 
ela at the present time, would be glad to have favorable 
consideration of Captain Fitch's application for permis- 
sion, to take the position. The Treasury Department 
is disposed to grant Captain of Engineers Fitch leave of 
absence for a reasonable period to enable him to per- 
form the duty stated under the Venezuelan government.

History or THe 1l2ra M.G. BATTALION. 

A copy of the history of the 12th Machine Gun Bat- 
talion, which organization was part of the Sth Infantry 
Brigade, 4th Division, Dedicated to 
the men of the command 
decorations, “the wooden cross,” and who lie in French 
soil, it was edited by Chaplain Louis C. Dethlefs, his- 
torian of the battalion. Much of the information it con 
tains has been obtained from a diary kept by the bat- 
talion adjutant, Lieut. Charles S. Walker, and Sergt. 
Major Arthur M. Owens, also from a history of the or- 
ganization written by Lieut. Eli D. Bernheim and Sergt. 

Hacker, which appeared in “The Skirmisher.” 
The battalion was organized on Dee. 1, 1917, at Camp 
Greene, N.C., and was formed from members of the 58th 
and 59th Infantry. Throughout its entire existence it 
has been a unit of the Sth Infantry. It sailed from 
New York on May 7, 1918, and arrived in France on 
May 16. Three days later it was under fire and Jost 
a man from enemy shrapnel. It fought in the Aisne- 
Marne offensive of July-August, 1918, in the St. Mihiel 
operation and in the Meuse-Argonne offensive. It was 
one of the first organizations to enter Germany and was 
on duty in the Coblenz area until it left for the United 
States in July, 1919. How well and gallantly it fought 
is attested not only by the letters of commendation re- 
ceived from Major Gen. Hunter Liggett, U.S.A., by 
Brig. Gen. FE. E. Booth, U.S.A., who commanded the 
Sth Infantry Brigade from July 26, 1918, to Jan. 10, 
1919, and others, but by the fact that among the ninety 
officers and 1,300 men who formed the battalion there 
were thirteen casualties among officers and 306 among 
the enlisted men. The battalion had eight commanders 
during its existence, one of whom, Major John B. Duck- 
stad, was killed. During its service 2,300,000 rounds of 
ammunition were fired against the enemy. The book- 
let, which, by the way, was published in Coblenz, con- 
tains the photographs of many officers and men.

The 
question of whether the Government can legally accept 
Mrs. Lawton’s bequests was brought before Attorney

The division, which 
was organized in May, 1917, although not perfected un- 
til December of that year, consisted of the 16th, 17th 
and 18th Machine Gun Battalions, 51st, 52d, 53d, 54th 
Infantry, 3d, 11th and 78th Field Artillery, 318th Engi- 
neers, 6th Supply Train, 6th Ammunition Train, 6th 
Sanitary Train, 6th Field Signal Battalion, Headquar- 
ters Train and Military Police and Division Headquar- 
ters troop and Headquarters detachment. Unlike most 
divisions this organization did not have the advantage 
of training together in the United States. In fact it 
never got together as a unit until it arrived in the 14th 
training area in France, after the signing of the 
armistice. However, to offset this, it had two great ad- 
vantages, practically all its officers were of the Regu- 
lar Army, while the nucleus of the units was formed 
upon solid foundations, Regular Army non-commissiened 
officers and privates who had seen years of service. In 
April, 1919, the division was ordered to Germany as 
part of the Army of Occupation, and sailed from Brest 
for the United States in the following June, under com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. Lucius L. Durfee, U.S.A., being 
sent to Camp Grant upon its arrival. Known as a 
highly trained, well disciplined, efficient fighting unit, it 
accepted manfully the bitterest disappointment that can 
befall a combat division—that of not having received the 
opportunity of participating as a front line division in 
a major offensive.
